The drift 
now seems to-beto prove that no euch list was 
presented, and that no sums of money of that 
magnitude were ever changed at the office of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

HORACE MAYNARD, OF TENNESSEE, 
was also sa witness to the existence of 
famous Dillon list.

Do not know that I read all 
of her published statement, and do not remem- 
ber what part I omitted. Got the goneral drift 
of it, however. Never told her I took a pistol 
to Beecher, and demanded Mrs. Tilton’s letters 
under pain of instant death. Remember now 
that 1 did read that portion of Mrs. Woodhull’s 
statement with regard to the pistol scene. 
Beecher asked me if I remembered that part of 
the scene with the pistol referred to in the state- 
ment.

The Causes of the Failure---A Curious 
Collapse Within Three 
Weeks. 


A flutter of excitement was caused in financial 
and business circles yesterday by the announce- 
ment of the suspension of the Cook County Na- 
tional Bank. Upon the glass in the street door 
of the bank was pasted this announcement, 
written in the bold, round hand of a man whose 
mame has heretofore been good for millions:

At the usual hour for opening the bank, this 
placard gave the first formal and public intima- 
tion that the institutiop had collapsed, though 
among bankers and men well posted in flancial 
affairs this result had been looked for during 
the past year. The bank was by them known to be 
ehaky, and for several months the moneyed men 
of the city had been extremely cautious in their 
dealings with the Cook County National, occasion- 
ally extending temporary favors when solicited, 
but iovatiably exacting ample collateral. so the 
suspension was a complete surprise to the public 
at large, including the bank's own customers and 
depositors, very few of whom had ever dreamed 
of its weakness. 

THE SCENES AT THE BANK 
were not of an especially noteworthy character. 
The announcement at the door spoke volumes, 
and people couid do little more than step inside, 
glance around, make a few inquiries, and then 
depart, A pair of policemen in uniform litered 
out the lobby, ready to suppress any disturb- 
img demonstrations, ut their services were not 
needed ; no one seemed disposed to violate the 
proprieties of the funereal occasion. A few of 
the heavier depositors steppod into the Pres- 
ident’s parlor and held brief interviews with the 
head of the used-up concern, and each 
received the same  aesyrance,—** Depos- 
itors will be paid every dollar.” The 
windows of the paying and receiving tellers were 
down, and the clerks inside the walnut-and-glass 
partition were doing little or nothing. During 
the day, Mr. Alfred Spink, United States Eank- 
Examiner, arrived, and at once plunged into the 
lebyrinth of figures and acapunts, with a view to 
preparing an official statement of the affairs of 
the bank. Arfanzemonts had been mado with 
the Third National, across the way, to attend to 
ell sight and maturing collections, so that there 
was an absolute suspension of operations. 
THE CAUSE OF THE FAILURE 

is variously attributed by different persons. The 
President, Mr. Allen, alleges broken faith on the 
part of those who had promised assistance. He 
states that a short time ago he perfected an un- 
derstanding wiih the Charter Oak Life Insurance 
Company whereby he was to draw on that cor- 
‘poration, giving, as collateral, mortgages on 
Iowa lands amounting to over $600,000, He had 
received, under this arrangement, the financial 
backing of the Charter Oak tothe extent of 
about $75,000, upon the strength of which 
the bank was selling New York exchange 
in large quantities, when, as he alleges, the 
Charter people refused further advances 
upon ibe lowa mortgages, and left him in the 
lurch. Suspension was inevitable, and it was 
decided to go into voluntary liquidation. In fur- 
ther explanation of the crippled condition of the 
bank, Mr. Allen states that when he assumed 
the management it was overweighted with slow 
and securities not readily available in the 
ess of the bank; that, coming to Chicago a 
stranger, he was not well posied as to the posi- 
tion of affairs in these respecis, aud soon found 
dimself with a burden upon his shoulders heavier 
than be had anticipated. On the day of the panicof 
September, 1878, Samue! J. Walker obtained from 
the bank a loan of 100, 000, conveying in‘ trust 
a tity of real estate. Then came the panic, 
— the Cook County National joined the other 
banks which temporarily suspended, but 16. 
gumed bueiness on the following day. Here,” 
said Mr. Allen, was the great mistake. The 
bank ought never to have opened again after 
ae, He ascribes the present difficulties

HISTORY OF THE BANK. 

The Cook County National was organized in 
August, 1871, with a capital of $300,000, under 
the Presidency of D. D. Spencer. The loss by 
the great fire a few weeks thereafter was but 
$1,300, and on the succeéding .new year a divi- 
dend of 244 per cent was declared, and the cap- 
ital stock increased to $400,000. Soon afterward 
the necessities of iis buamess caused an increase 
to $500,000, the institution paying semi-annual! 
dividends of 5 per cent. In gune, 1873, Mr. Al- 
len and Chauncey T. Bowen secured control, 
causing an immediate advance of 5 per centin 
the stock. The capital was thet-enlarged to 
$750,000, directly in the face of the panic. No 
dividends have been paid since Jan. 1, 1878, and 
the capital was last year reduced to $600,000. 
The surplus is now $100,000, $20,000 having 
been added from the business of 1874. The Di- 
rectors are B. F. Allen, Albert West, H. C. Natt, 
B. F. Murphey, and Chauncey T. Bowen.

AMUSEMENTS. 
THE OPERA. 

Notwithstanding the cold weather, the second 
performance of the season drew a very large 
house last evening, and, what is still better, not- 
withstanding the cold, all the artiste are in good 
trim, the weather as yet having affected none of 
the voices. The opera was Lucia, and the 
star was Albani. Of the former nothing need 
be said. It is one of the standard works which 
has been presented in every season we have had, 
and, notwithstanding the lachrymose and doleful 
nature of the story, ite brilliant musical setting 
will always preserve its popularity. Before al- 
luding to the details of the representation, we 
may say in general that we have never had a 
stronger, perhaps never 80 strong, a cast 
in “Lucia” before, and, most certainly, nev- 
er a more effective or finished performance. 
There was but one blemish in the perform- 
ance, and that was occasioned by the desperate 
effort of Arturo (Barbenes) to sing the few 
measures allotted to him, The luckiess second 
tenor, who deserved to have been slaughtered on 
the spot by Zdgardo, not only wandered through 
all the modulations known to Wagner, but sang 
so distressingly out of tune that he threw the 
whole chorus off, and rendered it impossible for 
them to get in again, until the Sextette was 
reached. With this exception, the general per- 
formance was of that standard of excellence we 
used to have in the palmy days of the Crosby 
Opera-House, when opera was opera. Ihe three 
leading parts have never been more strongly 
cast, never been represented with a strong- 
er combination of vocal and dramatic 
power. Mile. Albani was of course the centre of 
attraction, and the welcome she received was a 
most hearty one, which, before the evening was 
over, was emphasized again and again in the 
most enthusiastic manner. The fame which 
preceded her has not exaggerated her qualities 
as a great lyric artist. On the other band, it 
had hardly led us to believe that she is really one 
of the few great singers of the world, and worthy 
to stand in the same rank with Patti, Nilsson, 
Lucca, and De Murska. Her voice is literally 
without flaw, and the most assiduous searcher 
after defects would fail to find them in her beau- 
tiful vocalization: It is arich, broad, powerful 
soprano under ** ** control, the most wonder- 
ful feature of which perhaps is the great 
strength aud beauty of the high tones. 
tone is round, and pure, and forcible, 
through the entire range, and the delivery of 
them is the perfection of elegance. In addition 
to all these qualities, her voice has great flexi- 
bility, and she sings the most involved passages 
with perfect ease, showing a control of her pow- 
ers which only a thoroughly-irained and well 
schooled artist can exercise. The character of 
Lucia is not one to call out the highest form of 
dramatic ability, or stand ag a test of an artist's 
powers. It is pathetic enough, but is heavily 
dismal and bordering on the verge of the maud- 
lin, and even a mechanical actor might act it 
weil by cultivating a lugubrious expression of 
face anda sorrowfal use of a pocket-handker- 
chief, But even with such a cbaracter 
as this, Albani’s art was manifest in in- 
telligence and original conception of the role, 
aud grace and beauty in ite performange, and in 
one phase at least (tbe scene of the srenuncia- 
tion by Edgardo) in most intense and passionate 
fervor. Where a representation is so even in 
excellence and so thoroughly artistic through- 
out, it is almost impossible to single out parts 
for special mention, but among her more effeo- 
tive pumbers were the va nel Silenzio, 
which was not only remarkable for the brilliant 
vocalism with which she sang it, and the elegant 
embellishments sho gave to it, but for the fairly 
startling force or ita dramatic declamation ; the 
duo with Ashion, Se tradirmi tu trai, which 
was greeted with a recall in the midst of the act 
—a spontancous and most unusual compliment 
for any artist; and her part in the Sextette, 
which was taken with wonderful fervor, power, 
and beauty of vocaliem. She was also called bo- 
fore the curtain at the end of each act, receiv- 
ing not the conventional applause which an 
audience so often uses to express its satisfac-

THE FAMINE IW ASIA MINOR—THE SITUATION 
GROWISG WORSE. 
Correspondence of the Springfield Unton, 

Tatas, NEAR Cgsanza, Turkey, Dec. 4, 1874.— 
Some months aga you published extracts from 
mv letters to friends in Springfield, giving some 
account of the famiee in Asia Minor. Your 
readers will be interested to learn something of 
the progress of this great destroyer, now as win- 
ter is just closing in upon us. Would that [ 
could give you a More encouraging report, but, 
alas! I can say nothing en g. The har- 
vest came in well, so far as there were fields of 

ain to harvest, but thousands of poor farmers 

ad neither grain to sow nor -cattle to plow their 
ficlda, so that for them there was no harvest. 
Vast tracts of territory, from which ordinaril 
imm ese quantities of grain have been — 
have failed to furnish half support for their own 
I have recently made « jour- 
ney to Lamsoon; passing through a portion 
of the country blighted by the famine, 
and fonnd the people in a very, very sad condi- 
tion, In one village of seventy families, now 
only thirty are left, and of these only about 
twenty have any Means of support. In another 
large village forty-five persons had died of 
starvation, and 80 lictle seed was sown in the 
autumn that half the ae pn are utterly des- 
titute, yet in this condition the Government 
officers are collecting by force the scanty sap- 
plies of wheat which the poor le had laid up 
for winter. In another village a Protestant 
community, of twelve families, only four have 
any means of subsistence for the winter, while 
in the same village, out of an 
tion of séventy families, only about fifteen have 
supplies for the eight months, until next 
harvest. In still another village of about sixty 


families only five or six have any supplies for 


the future, and some are even now fast declin- 
ing, = to subsist on carrots, acorns, and 
driea ber 

But these are by no means exceptional cases, 
„Want, want, hunger, hunger, is the cry that 
meets us from every quarter.

wished to send to her father. The child was 
credulous at first, and, for fear he was mistaken, 
asked him if it was Mr. J, B. Morgan, and he said 
yes. She went with him as far north as Church 
street, then went to Russell, and then north 
again as far as the Northwestern School-House. 
Near this point she began to be suspicious 
and fell back from the fellow, who then 
took her hand and commenced to coat 
and threaten, leading her along until beyond 
the houses in the directien of Edward Jennings’ 
residence. The child cannot tell where they 
went to, but says it was into a woods away be- 
yond the school-house. After they had passed 
the houses the man ceased to persuade her, and 
began his open threats, and Wwheu they arrived 
in the woods he built a fire, and then, by threats 
of life, and everything that eould naturally 
break down the will of a child, he accomplished 
the most brutal and beastly deed the mind can 
entertain. — | ! — 

The child was injured in the accomplisnment 
of his purpose, but yet retained strength 
enough to return with him to the suburbs of the 
city, where he left her to find her way to her 
home, at which place she arrived at half-past 4 
o'clock, having been four anda half hours in 
the terrible ordeal to which he had subjected 
ber. 

In corroboration of Neilie’s story we have a 
statement from Mr. Luke W. Bryant, who hap- 
pened to be hunting that day.

LE MOYNE.-FARWELL., 
EXAMINING WITNESSES. 
The seventh day of taking evidence in the con- 
case of Le Moyne vs. Farwell 
commenced yesterday with 8. Remington, Jr., 


still on the stand undergoing cross-examination 


by Mr. Van Buren. In the continued absence of 
Mr. Green, the evidence was recorded by Mr. 
Spaulding alone. 

Witness stated that he was not personally ac- 
quainted with “Husky Jim” and * Smasher 
Charley”; met them for the first time on elec- 
tion day between 6:30 and 7 o'clock p. m.; could 
not state at what time the polls closed; at the 
time of closing witness was at the polls of the 
First Precinct of the Twentieth Ward; did not 
know J. Ariel personally, but knew him by 
that name for six months; could not 
swear what was the residence of any of the 
gang for thirty days before the election; was 
one of the gang and played spy voluntarily; 
never saw any of the gang together previous to 
the day of election except Conley and Ariel; 
was 10 or 12 feet distant from the gang at the 
time they voted ; it was dark then, and witness 
Was in the rear of the crowd; did not know 
which of the judges received the ballots, or 
which of them announced the closing of the 
polls first in five, and then in two, minutes; did 
not see any part of the judges; saw the gang 
pass their ballots in through the window, but 


vould not see their hands after they had passed 


the window; refused to ewear that their ballots 
went into the ballot-box; gould not swear positive- 
ly that the gang voted at all; could not tell what 
the names were which were written on the slips 
of paper iu Hubhn's saloon; could not wear that 
what were written on the slips of paper were 
names a: all; Joseph Conley met witness at the 
corner of Madison and Clark, and told him they 
had voted twice in the Third and Fourth Pre- 


rcincts ; thought Conley was boasting, and did 


not believe they had voted after leaving the First 
Precinct ; and Conley said it was after leaving 
the last-named precinct. that the voting was done. 

Mr. Le Moyne then conducted  short{redirect 
examination of the witness, which, however, 
brought out no new facts. 

The next witness examined was 

GEORGE H. FERGUS, 

who testified that he was a printer, aged 84 years 
5 months and 16 days; bad lived in Chicago 
for thirty-four years and six months (the witness 
evidently having been fifteen days old at the 
time of his birth); had always voted the Repub- 
lican ticket, usually stiaight; was well acquaint- 
ed with the Twentieth Ward; there were twenty 
squares in the First Precinct of that ward; of 
these twenty squares three had no residences 
thereon ; this precinct was entirely consumed by 
the fire of 1871; could not at present tell what 
proportion of the buildings destroyed had been 
rebuilt since the fire. 

Witness described the numbers at the different 
euds of various streets within the precinct, after 
which the Court adjourned until 2 p. m. 

The afternoon session opened with Mr. Fer- 
gus still on the stand. He said that he was 
ready to give an idea of what proportion of the 
blocks of the First Precinct of the Twentieth 
Ward were occupied by buildings; about one- 
half were so occupied on the ist day of Novem- 
‘ber, 1874; of these buildings, about one-sx- 
tieth part were actually and purely residences, 
where no business wies done; about two-fif- 
teenths were buildings occupied as residences in 
connection with business; the houses on Clark 
street, numbered 88, 95, 112, 115, 125, 144, 227, 
222. were without the precinct ; the honse num- 

90, on State street, was also without the 
precinct; the house numbered 248 on Indiana 
street waa also without the precinct, as were also 
the houses on Illinois street numbered 69, 113, 
115, 129, 143, 149, 183, 215, 217 ; also those on 
Kinzie street numbered 9, 49. 40, 86. 69, $2, 275 ;

sight that confronted him. On the ashes and 
coals of what had evidently been one of Mise 
Hacker's altars lay the body of his daughter 
literally burned to a crisp. th legs and the 
left arm were entirely consumed, and ‘the ab- 
nomen was reduced to ashes. The hair was all 
burned off ber head, but her face was not burned. 
Nothwithstanding the intense agony she must 
have endured, her face was not distorted in the 
least, but wore an expression of calmness and 
peace, her lips being parted in a smile, as if she 
died believing that through that fiery ordeal she 
was to pass into a joyful eternity. 

While the hired man was absent, Miss Hacker 
had formed out of a set of quiltiug-frames a 
pyre or altar. On this she had spread some car- 
pet and made herself a pillow. At one side of 
the altar she had piled up a quantity of com- 
bustible wood, and, when all was in réadiness, 
had fired it, from which the flames soon spread 
and euveloped the altar.

Mr. Hacker went to the corner of the house in- 
dicated in the note ag the spot where the re- 
mains were to be buried, and found that his 
daughter bad staked out there a space for her 
grave. 

Martin Prentiss summoned a jury and held an 
inquest on the remains. A verdict in accordance 
with the above facts was rendered.

The meeting of ‘the State Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation in Springfield yesterday was an event 
of some importance in Illinois polities. Al- 


though the officers tried to smooth over 


affairs, it was pretty evident from the tenor 
of the reports that the interest of the farmers 
in the separate political organizations which 
Messvs. FLAada, Surra & Co. have been trying 
to bring into existence. is rapidly de- 
clining. ~The State Association is bank- 
rupt, even the salaries of the President 
and Secretary remaining unpaid. The Pur- 
chasing Agency isa flat failure. The mem- | 
bership of the Association is computed in the 
vaguest kind of a way by Mr. S. M. Santa, 
who evidently has his own reasons for prefer- 
ring generalities to exact-statements. All that 
he ventured to say yesterday was that the 
total membership of all the industrial or- 
ganizations—including Grangers, Sovereigns 
of Industry, etc.—im the State was in the 
neighborhood of 150,000. He roughly esti- 
mated the Independent vote cast at the last 
election at 80,000, and gave this as a measure 
of the State Association’s strength.

THE COMING PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 
The importance of some action at this 
session of Congress to regulate the mode of 
counting the electoral vote for President and 
Vice-President is daily assuming a graver 
aspect. Congressional neglect of this subject 
is but preparing the way for, if not inviting, a 
civil war. The election. of 1876 may be a 
close one, and the vote of even the smallest 
State may determine the result. The duty of 
counting the vote is imposed on Congress, 
which body meets in joint session on the sec- 
ond Wednesday in February, 1877, to open, 
examine, and count the returns of the elect- 
oral vote. The Constitution is silent as to 
the authority of Congress to determine the 
validity of the returns where two separate re- 
turns are made from a State, or where the 
election in such State is claimed to have been 
fraudulent. This power has been, however, 
assumed by Congress, as implied in 
the authority to open and count the 
returns and declare the result, But 


| Congress consists of two Houses, each 


more or less independent of the other. In 
1861, the electors of Wisconsin did mot meet 
at the State Capital to vote for President on 
the day named by law, -a storm or other ac- 
cident preventing the meéeting,—-and they met 
and voted next day. This was clearby illegal; 
but as tho vote of that State in no wise changed 
the result, it was counted, notice of the 
informality being placed on the record. In 
1869, the vote of Georgia was excluded. In 
1878, the votes of Louisiana and Arkansas 
were excluded on the ground that the elec- 
tions in those States were fraudulent. In 
neither of these cases did the exclusion have 
the effect of changing the result of the elec- 
tion. But the precedent has been estabiish- 
ed that Congress may act authoritatively on 
this subject, and exclude the vote of n State, 
or, where two returns are made, to select 
either as the valid one. This matter ig further 
complicated by a rule, adopted in joint con- 
＋ sg ca tt ques- 

tions arising on the canvass of 
are to be decided by each House acting 
separately, and not by the two Houses col- 
lectively. Under this rule both Houses 
must assent to the counting of the 
vote of each State. So long as 
the rejection of a vote does not change 
the general result of the election, there may 
be no occasion for strife; but the possibility 
of such an event is so imminent that wise 
and patriotic statesmen should seek to avoid } 
the occurrence of such a ¢alamity. Now, the 
the election of 1876 may be a close one, the 
result of which may depend on the vote of 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Florida, Alabama, or 
— in each of which States there is 
a perpetual conflict between the whites and 
the blacks, and where the charges of intimi- 


tional Bank, which took care of the country 
drafts that came in during the day, and thus 
averted anything like a panic among the 
country banks which kept their balances 
with the Cook County National. In the city 
the suspension occasioned no excitement 
whatever and scarcely any comment. The 
line of country deposits was confined to Iowa 
banks, and mostly to the old friends and 
former business associates in that State of 
Mr. Atuzn, the President; the line of city 
deposits had been narrowed down within the 
past year to the same personal relations in 
Chicago. The consequence is, that the fail- 
ure of the bank has no commercial sig- 
nificance whatever, and it did not cause the 
slightest ripple in commercial circles either 
in Chicago or in the country districts doing 
business with Chicago. 

The management of the bank may be char- 
acterized as unfortunate almost from the very 
beginning, without meaning thereby to cast 
any reflections upon its former or present 
officers. Something was anticipated from 
certain political connections at first which 
was never realized, an ipstance of which may 
be cited by the presence of a former Pension 
Agent in the Directory. It is believed, too, 
that there were certain newspaper connec- 
tions under both managements which were 
unprofitable. There is no reason to believe 
that either of these cases was serious enough 
to cripple the bank, but they will serve as 
indications of a tendency to operations 
outside of careful banking which, in the 


aggregate, will account for its misfortunes. 
Ot a kin with these was the bank’s advances 


to a certain railway project with which it was 
generally identified in financial circles, and 
which has been an absorbent of the moncys 
invested therein, A considerable amount of 
these railway securities are still held by the 
bank. The present. management has also 
been associated with certain speculations on 
be Board of Trade which have eventuated in 
disaster, thongh this connection is claimed 
not to have been a fatal agent in precipitating 
the suspension. However, the succession of 
these and other individual connections that 
were costly will, in the aggregate, account for 
the bank's tronbles in the minds of cautious 
bankers and conservative business men. 

The bank was practically the property of 
Mr. B. F. Aux, who came here about two 
years ago from Iowa. Mr. ALL has more 
than once intimated that the bank was not in 
as healthful a condition when he bought it 
as he then believed; that considerabie of its 
bills receivable were difficult of collection ; 
and that his * ft we of realizing thereon 
were deranged and dislocated by the panic 
and the stringency that followed it. But he 
has also freely admitted that he himself has 
+ made mistakes, and he makes no effort to 
shirk any of the responsibility. He owns the 
great bulk of the stock himself; the remainder 
is divided up in small parcels, which may cause 
some individual distress, As to the deposit- 
ors, however, it is claimed, and there is rea- 
son to believe, that they will be paid in full, 
in time ; though, owing to the unnegotiable 
and somewhat irregular character of the bills 
‘receivable, it will probably require consider- 
able delay in settlement, and may in the end 
exhaast the capital stock, which is $600,000, 
The statement of the bank, Dec. 81 last, rep- 
resented a surplus of undivided profits of 
$67,737, which, while we have no doubt it 
was nominally correct, was calculated to mis- 
lead as to the actual condition of the bank. 
This surplus is evidently invested in securi- 
ties which are not negotiable, and this is the 
reason why the profits could not be divided. 
We are inclined to think that the great bulk 
of the capital and is siinilarly in- 
vested.

um nq a Nr ever since the 
pani¢, a year ago last fall. It was one of the 
banks that then ¢losed its doors temporarily ; 
but, unlike the others which resumed, it hes 


failed to recuperate, The reason of this must 


be found in the uncommercial character 
of its bills receivable and: the un- 
negotiable natute of its securities. Other- 
wise the bank would have found no 
difficulty in recovering, for there has 
never been a time when money was more 
plenty among banks whose resources were 
perfectly good, nor when it could be borrowed 
on absolute security at lower rates of interest. 
The trouble was in the nature of the securi- 
ties. As an outgrowth of the panic, the bank 
was forced to take a large amount of real es- 
tate (it reported $175,000 worth in its last 
statement), and probably at high prices, The 
character of the bills receivable and other se- 
curities besides real estate has already been 
described in a géneral way. 

The utmost confidence is everywhere ex- 
pressed in the personal integrity of Mr. B. 
F. ALLEN, and much sympathy is expressed 
at his misfortune, but there is quite a general 
feeling now that his private fortune has hith- 
erto been over-estimated. The bulk of it 
seems to be invested in mortgages on Iowa 
farms and in Iowa lands, which are not now 
salable. It is said that Mr. All had made 
arrangements for funding his securities and, 
raising alarge amount of money on them; 
and that the partial failure of this arrange- 
ment led to the closing of the bank, as it was 
his intention to have used the funds so ob- 
tained for helping the bank over its troubles. 
Mr. Al now expresses the intention of 
devoting all of his private means, if 
necessary, to the payment of the bank depos- 
itors. Owing to the way in which his assets 
are spread out,” and his somewhat com- 
plicated relations with certain speculative 
operators, it is impossible to say how large 
this private fortune is; but it will probably 
be sufficient to supply any déficiency that 
may remain after the conversion of the bank’s 
assets, if there be any. The deposits are 
varionsly estimated between $600,000 and 
$700,000, Over $400,000 is thought to be 
due to Iowa banks and bankers, and less than 
6200, 000 dus to city depositors. About one- 
fourth of the latter is due on the certified 
margin-checks of Capt, Jex Srurexs, the 
Board. of Trade operator. So it will seem 
that the line of purely commercial deposits 
had shrunk to an insignificant sum, and the 
effect of the failure commercially will be nil. 


THE LAST oF THAT HOWL. 

About the most edifying spectacie in recent 
journalism is the manner in which the Bour- 
bon newspapers are eating their own words, 
particularly the New York papers. Such a 
getting down from high horses, such feats in 
crawflshing, such ground and lofty tumbling, 
such sudden diminuendos of howling, such 
grave and placid demeanor after their recent 
clamorous nonsense and insane hullabaloo, 
and all within a little week, have nat been 
witnessed before for along time. Only one 
week ago they concentrated their vocal abil- 
ity and scurrilous powers in one pro- 
longed yell against the President and the 
Republican party, until they grew red 
in the face, and seared quiet people 
into the hotion that the President was about 
to don the Casarean crown and let his lieu- 
tenants loose upon the South to lay waste, 
slaughter, and burn. One of the loudest of 
these howlers was that ‘“‘ rock-buttressed ” 
Bourbon, the New York World, which is now 
eating humble-pie with cheerful alacrity and 
striving to convince poor old Mr, Coopzr and 
older Mr. Bryant that it did not howl at all, 
and that some one else must have dragged 
them out to the indignation meeting. 

The latest discovery of the World is the 
fact that the President has the right under 
the laws to make use of the military power, 
which compels it to make the following ad- 
mission :

This is not all, and by no means the worst.

The recent Revised 
Statutes have incorporated, under the title “ Insur- 
rection,” a provision of the law to uphold the Four- 
teenth Amendment of the Constitution, whereby the 
President dan, witnout the application of any ofiicial, 
either State or Federal, Executive or Judicial, maroh 
troops into any State for the suppression of anything 
he calls an insurrection or domestic violence, or a 
combinatian which, in his opinion, deprives of Nation- 
al rights amy portion or class of people of any State! 


Having made these discoveries of facts, here 
is the manner in which the World appplies 
them to the Louisiana case:

THE STATE STATE GRANGE on SUBSIDIES. 

The Illinois State Grunge has adopted the 
report made to it by its Committee on Trans- 
portation. The document which we pub - 
lished in our issue of the 16th inst. may 
therefore be regarded as the authoritative 
utterance of a large number of Illinois farm- 
ers on several important subjects. 

One of these subjects is subsidies. The 
Grange is unalterably opposed to granting 
the people’s money to private railroads. It 
believes that railway competition is a better 
safeguard against extortion than railway 
legislation, which belief shows a decided 
gain in sound sense, but it thinks that 
private persons should build the neces- 
sary routes without public aid. The 
language of the report on this point is strong. 
We quote: We are not prepared to recom- 
mend any subsidy to any [railroad] route, 
however well guarded may be its provisions 
against fraud, or grabs, or Credit Mobiliers ; 
but if such can be built by private enterprise, 
we welcome them as tending to supply more 
competition and thus tending to reduce 
freights to the seaboard,” This is sound doc- 
trine. We are glad to see the Illinois Grange 
put itself on record in this way. It should 
send engrossed copies of this passage to the 
erring brethren in the Southern Granges 
whom Tom Scorr has captured. They really 
ought to know better than to allow them- 
selyes to be used as cat’s-paws by the greatest 
railroad monopolist of the country. 

The Illinois Grange, apparently on the 
principle that a bird in the hand is worth two 
in the bush, and despite its already expressed 
views on the inefficacy of said railroad laws, 
wishes to maintain our present statute rather 
than trust entirely to the competition that 
may or may not come. It declares its belief 
that the law is ‘‘ based on sound principles,” 
and that it should not be amended until all 
the pendinglitigation under it is settled. It 
is best for the farmers that the railroads 
should be treated with even-handed justice. 
If the present law really wrongs them, it 
should be amended. That community pros- 
pers best in which every class of interests has 
its due. 

Conservative wisdom marks most of the 
Grange’s recommendations about water-ways. 
It wishes the nation to cast some money on 
the waters in the hope of having it returned 
before many days, but it does not advocate 
wasteful subsidies. It asks for aid in improv- 
ing the Keokuk rapids, digging the Rock 
Island & Hennepin Canal, and opening the 
mouth of the Mississippi. This last recom- 
mendation has a curious addendum tacked on 
to it. It seems that the tugs which tow ves- 
sels up to New Orleans charge great prices 
for small servieés. Two tugs could be built 
for $75,000, which, by ¢hovging half the 
present rates for tonnage, would clear large 
profits, This is an admirable field for private 
enterprise, but the report wants the Govern- 
ment to go into the tug business. The next 
thing should logically be to ask the Govern- 
ment to run a couple of express wagons in all 
our large cities, in order to cut down the 
rates now demanded in that business. 

The report sets forth the advantages of 
shipping grain via the Mississippi and the 
Gulf. It argues that if grain can be sent 
from California, Egypt, Chili, and Burmah on 
long ocean voyages, during some of which 
the equator is crossed twice, it ought to be 
able to resist the bad air of the Lower Missis- 
sippi. | Perhaps it ought, but it isn’t. We 
do not think that New Orleans can ever be a 
great shipping port for the cereals of the 
Northwest. It can, however, and doubtless 
will, become more of a distributing point for 
them, —a depot from which the Gulf States 
will draw their supplies of food grown in 
the Upper Mississippi Valley. 

On the whole, this report, though disfig- 
ured by the one or two errors which we have 
criticised, iz an admirable paper. It is good | 
to know that the farmers of the Northwest 
are still sick of subsidies. They have a 
forgotten Credit Mobilier or Pacific Mail. 
Congressmen had better take a note of the 
fact. 


SENATOR LOGAN’S SPEECH. 

The speech of Senator Locan on Self- 
Government in Louisiana” has come to hand. 
It is a formidable document in length, and, as 
it would occupy about four pages of Tux 
Trisune, it is manifestly impossible to print 
it. The telegraph has furnished a fair sum- 
mary of its contents, and has given its gen- 
eral spirit, so that it is only necessary to 
glance at a few points in the ‘‘embarrassment 
of riches” not hitherto presented in detail, 
and of these the historical seem to possess 
the most value, especially in the light of 
precedent.

The King of 
the Lobby was evidently a mere puppet to 
get up game-dinners, tell good stories, sing 
jolly songs, and make the members feel joy- 
ful, while the Scuumsxzns and Bru Kos 
‘were carrying the big checks and doing the 
heavy financial business. 

Sam Wanp, who is not ashamed of his pro- 
fession, is morally far above the officials who 
eat his dinners, drink his wine, and are pre- 
pared to receive proposals for their votes. 
The King of the Lobby, whose aspirations 
are now evidently limited to procuring the 
means for a good dinner, succeeded very 
admirably, while professing to tell the whole 
story, in telling the Committee nothing what- 
ever respecting the Pacific Mail subsidy or 
any other corrupt job.

The suspension of the Cook County National Bank 
produced very little excitement on Change. It took 
no one by éurprise, The only remarks made were 
with reference to the claims, aggregating ahout $90,- 
000, which members of the Board held, chiefly in the 
shape of certificates of margin deposita, on the great 
corn movement of last year, and which had been ex- 
tended to sixty days so far as Mr. Sturges was con- 
eerned, The suspension produced no appreciable ef- 
fect on any of the markets of the day, except that it 
hastened the closing up of several deals “secured ” 
by margine deposited in that bank. 

The leading produce markets were very irregular yes- 
terday, provisions being active, and grain sow. 
Prices were also irregular, but the general tendency 
was downwards, though grain was stubborn as usual. 
The outside influences were of a depressing character, 
almost without an exception. The receipts of hogs, 
provisions, wheat, and corn continue fair; the rest 
light, and the shipments exhibit a moderate increase.

The broom manufacturers of Eastern New York heid 
a convention st Schenectady on Jan. 9. The meeting 
was attended by forty manufacturers, including many 
of the largest in the United States, all of whom manu- 
facture annually nesrly one-fourth of all the brooms 
made in the United States and Canada, A circular 
was issued, which shows that the stock in the hands of 
these manufacturers was 3,300 dozen brooms and 1,410 
tons of broom-corn, One party holds 2,200 dozen of 
the brooms. Twelve tons of this stock of corn is daily 
made into brooms, end at this rate the whole stock will 
be exhausted in four months, while it te nearly ten 
months. before another crop will be ready for market. 
This stock of corn is not equally distributed, as only a 
few manufacturers have s sufficient supply to carry 
them to the next erop, while many have not enough to 
last thirty to sixty days, And there is « large des- 
cieney in the supply of the whole country. Owing to 
the high price of broom-corn, these manufacturers ad- 
vanced the price of brooms 25c per dozen above all 
previous advances, the same to take effect from Jan, 9. 


PROVISIONS.

MONTROSE. 

A small meeting of real-esiste men interested 
in the development of Montrose, a promising 
suburb af che junction of the Chicago & North- 
western, and Chicago, Milwaukee 4 St. Paul 
Railroads, was boid last evéning at Room 2, at 
No. 126 Bout Clark streejy.

WEISS PEER. 

The enviable discriwination which has so long 
existed in favor of weiss beer is at an end, and 
those who favor that beverage mast resign 
themselves to paving a little more for the liquor. 
The Chief of the Iuternal Revenue Bureau bas 
been examining this great pubdject, and delivers 
himself thereou as follows} 

Weiss beer, of an alcoholic ptrength not exceeding 
23¢ per cenjum, has, by former rulings of this office, 
been consi 
taxation of “root beer and otner mall beer,” con- 
tained in the 11th section of the act of March 2, 1367, 
The Revised Statutes of the United Stetes provide in 
Sec, 3,430, that “there shall be paid on all beer, lager 
beer, ale, porter, and other similar fermented liquers, 
brewed or manufactured, and sold, or removed for 
consumption or sale, within the United States, by 
whatever name such liqnors may be called, à tax of $1 
for every barrel containing not more than thirty-one 
gallons ; aud „ lie rte for y other quantity or for 
any fractional part of a barrel.” The exemption con- 
tained in the act of March 2, 1867, referred to, is, how- 
— not re-enacted, and is therefore no in 

orca, 

Weiss beer is a fermented liqnor produced from 
Malt, or 4 subs‘itute therefor, and hops; and is similar 
to bor, lager beer, ale, and porter, named in the stat~ 
ute, diffeying materially only iu the quantity of alcohol 
coutained therein, It must therefore be considered 
as coming within the description of fermented liquors 
liable to taxation, under Soc, 3,339, snd payment of 
such-tax will be required, as provided in Secs. 3,339, 
3,342, and 3,348, on and after the lst day of January, 
1876. All weiss beer made and sold, or removed for 
consumption or sale, without payment of the tax by 
affixing stamps, on or after tae ist dy of Januar 
1875, will: be reported for asse ent by Collectors, and 
brewers will be required to return such weiss beer as 
is made hy them after the date aforesaid. Collectors 
will not be instructed to demand the tax upon weiss 
beer made and sold, or removed for consumption or 
sale, before Jan. 1, 1975, except im those cases where 
the beer go made, sold, or removed, contains, or con- 
tained, more than 2}¢ per cenfum of alcohol, and any 
taxes here!ofore assessed or collected on beer con- 
teining rich excess will not be abated nor refunded, 
ant any aesessment previously made and outstanding 
will be collected.

In 1878 there were 9,057 deaths, 
showing a decrease of 1,532 during last year. 
There were no epidemics, and most of the deaths 
were the result of diseases incident to childhood. 
Deaths resulting from typhoid fever formed 
2.6 of the total mortality, and emali-por 1.12 
per cont. In 1873, smali-pox alone caused 
5.47 per cent of the total number, while, during 
the winter of 1874, there were but three cases, 
and this, too, at atime when several neighbor- 
ing cities were severely suffering from this epi- 
demie.

THE SARATOGA COMBINATION. 
SIGNS OF ITS RAPID DECAY. 

The rumors which prevailed last Saturday that 
the various lines leading to the East were cut- 
ting” freight rates to New York are again re- 
peated. Itis stated, and apparently on good 
authority, that contracts have been made during 
the last two days at 37}¢ cents for fourth-class 
freighte to New York. If this is true, it 
proves beyond a doubt that the combination is 
broken, and that the various Eastern lines are 


acting independently of each other. 

An effort will be made at the Commissioners’ 
meeting at Cleveland to-day to harmonize the 
various interests, aud settle all existing difficul- 
ties. This meeting is but a continuance of the 
one held in this city tout two weeks 
ago, when none but the managers of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company's lines made 
their appearance. It waa thought that by ad- 
journing to Cleveland, where the manager of the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern has his head- 
quarters, the presence of that gentleman could be 
procured. There is, however, but little prospect 
that the meeting will be any more successful 
than the one held im tbis ‘city. Amas 
Stone, the General Manager of the M 
Southern, fs decidedly opposed to having any 
more consultations with the managers of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, and he is un- 
doubtediy acting by the advice of Commodore 
Vanderbilt, who is President of his road. It 
may also be safely announced that neither the 
President nor the General Superintendeat of the 
Michigan Central Railroad will attend the meet- 
ing. . Strong, the General Superintendent, 
stated yesterday that he had no idea of 
going, and that he did not believe 
that Mr. Joy would go. The prospect, there- 
fore, is that the Saratoga combination, as far as 
the Western Bureau concerned, will be for- 
malty declared dead at this meeting, and the 
Commiasiooers will adjourn eiue die. 

As far as the Eastern Bureau is concerned, 
but litle is known at present, and, apparently, 
they are working in harmony, having just suc- 
ceeded in raising the rates from New York to 
Chicago. There is, however, little prospect that 
this portion of the combination will last much 
longer than the Western. The roads are work- 
ing against each other in spite of their seeming 
harmony. One of the principal terms of the 
agreement is the abolition of the commission 
system. How faithfully it is carried out will be 
seen by the following cir¢ular, which has acci- 
dentally fallen into the hands of a Tant 
reporter :

As there are but three lines belonging to the 
Eastern combination, namely; the Vanderbilt, 
Tom Scott, and Erie lines, it is evident that the 
circular bas been gotten up in the interest of the 
Erie Road. The advice to the 
scalpers are endearingly called 
agents, to keep out of certain forms 
when they get out, shows that they are 
still selling tickets on commission for all the 
lines, iu spite of the orders that no commissions 
should hereafter be paid. The fact is that these 
roads were never in earnest as regards the 
various reforms which were merely put forward 
@ blinds to mislead the people from the real ob- 
ject of the combination, which was the making 
and maintaining of high freight-rates. The 
failure of the combination will prove a serious 
calamity to the various fast-freight lines. These 
lines, apparently independeat corporations, are 
mostly owned by the railroad companies, 
whenever an agreement of any kind was enter 
inte, these lines were to outwit those roads 
thai bad no such lines, ey could make rates 
as they pleased, while the roads with no fasi- 
freight lines had to abide by the rates estab- 
lished by the combination. fast-freight 
lines have outgrown their usefulness, and there 
is no reason why they should not be amalgamat- 
ed with the freight departments of the various 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 
THOSE BOGUS TICKETS. 

Some of the railroad tickets recently forged on 
the Alton and Illinois Central Roads by a young 
printer were purchased by some of the scalpers 
in this city, where they were found by the de- 
tectives. These scalpers have been pestering 
the roads ever since for the restitution of the 
money they paid for these tickets. The roads 
put the matter in the hands of their lawyers, and 
they have found that the Revised Statutes 
of Ilimois, in Chap. 38, Bec. 77, Criminal 
Code. provide that these men are not only not 
entitied to the return of the money they paid for 
the tickets, but that they may be liable to be im- 
prisoned for one year in the Penitentiary for 
trying to put the tickets in circulation. Said 
section reads as follows: | 

If any person shall steal or embezzle any such con- 
pon, or other railroad ticket or pass, or shall fraud- 
ulently stamp, or print, or sign, any such ticket, con- 
pou, or pass, @ shall frauduijently sell or put in circu- 

tion any suck ticket, coupon, or pass, the person so 
ofiending shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary for the term of one year.
